ing and fishing. “It wasn’t m uch,” 
he said, “but it was a place to 
sleep and we ate reguarly . I sup­ 
po se y o u’d call it rugged individ­ 
ualism—the kind the republicans 
are alway s talking abo ut—but it 
was pretty slim pickings.”

Willkie in a statement at Rush- 
ville, Ind., last night.

Willkie wired Chairman J oseph 
Martin of the republican national 
committee to “ wa.ste no money in 
buying radio time to answer Ickes.

Willkie, Ickes .said, had joined 
Tammany Hall in 1930, “ fought” 
in its ranks and “ has not resigned 
to this day.”

LONDON, Aug, 20— (A P )—Britain’s “ fat friend.s,” variously 
known also as “ floating elephants” or “ old floppies,” or just plain 
barrage balloons, have won a pat on their broad backs from 
military experts. 
Once dismissed with a laugh by many observers, the great, 
cable-tethered .sau.sages now are credited with causing nazi bomb­ 
ers to miss countless targets and with aiding RAF fighters and 
ground gunners in bagging more than 500 German planes in the 
past week. 
RAF officials point to the persistent attacks by German 
pilots on the big balloon.s in answering questions as to whether 
they are effective, 
“ They are not doing that ju.st for the fun of it,” one air ex ­ 
pert pointed out. 
“ They ri.sk expensive Mes.serschmitt fighters to bring down 
a bag of rubberized cloth that can be patched up in a jiffy— 
unlcs.s it burns—and put right back up in the air in a few hours. 
“ As a matter of fact the balloons with their trailing cables 
proved well worth their salt in the pa.st week in doing their as­
